they realise the necessity of this 
road and are going to build it In 
the very near future in its en­ 
tirety. 


M. Coleman stated that he 
had had experience in the use of 
Diesel engines, and that they were 
expensive, and would wear out in 
a few years, and that if the City 
had in mind the use of such en­ 
gines in the event the City should 
Install a plant, the matter should 
be given serious consideration. 
D. C. Clarke stated that he had 
some information as to deprecia­ 
tion and life of electric mach­ 
inery and equipment, and that 
ten per cent annual depreciation 
was recognised by Federal auth­ 
orities, and that based on this 
information and on independent 
experience, he was persuaded that 
much of the equipment for operat­ 
ing such a plant would wear out 
in ten or twelve years, largely, if 
not altogether, making replace­ 
ments expensive. 
George E. Smith was requested 
by a committee of the citizens to 
also address the Council on be­ 
half of the citizens of the town. 
Mr. Smith called attention to a 
number of towns and cities in 
Texas that had passed resolutions, 
through their city councils, look­ 
ing to the purchase and installa­ 
tion of municipal light plants, 
stating that he had information 
that Brenham.
